It appears that they had bee 
there two weeks before, 
but did no 


find the landlord at. home. Thursda 
evening they represented themselve 
to be residents of Lansdale, Anderso 
calling himself 
"Doctor Bendor." 


Anderson told the hotel proprietoi 
Edward E. Hoisser, that he had un 
fortunately 
found 
himself withou 


cash unexpectedly, and asked the ho 
tel man if he would advance $40 on 
very valuable diamond ring. Mr 
Hoisser was impressed with the evl 
dent aristocratic appearance of th 
confidence men and consented. The 
men said they would visit the hote 
tho next day with a party of ladies 
and redeem the ring. 


The money secured the men left fo 


Doylestown on a trollwy car. Laud 
lord 
Hoisser 
then examined tl« 
"diamond" ring closely aud hissuspi 
dons were aroused that it was worth 
less. It afterward proved to be worll 
about forty ocnts. He telephoned to 
Lansdale and was informed that no 
"Doctor Bender" lived there.
